On Satur- 
day he met Sutcliffe on Third avenue with 
the stolen shoes on his feet, and had him 
arrested. "Make htm give the shoes up 
when the judge holds him for trial to- 
morrow," Sergeant Thompson said to 
Doyle at the station. 


"They're no good to me now," said 


Doyle. "I niver stood in a thief's shoes 
yet, an* please God, I niver will, even 
though they wen stolen from me before 
he bad tne chance to walk in them." San- 
day Doyle failed to appear iu court.

THE GREAT INTER-CONTINENTAL. 


Progress of the Work of Surveying » 


Hallway Through South America. 


'• WASHINGTON CITY, May 
26.—Commis- 


sioners Cassatt and Davis, of the Inter- 
continental railway 
commission, have 


submitted to Secretary Blaine a brief 
resume of the work dona up to this time 
for the secretary's information. The re 
port states that after gathering all ob 
tainable information as to whether a 
practicable line of railroad at a practica- 
ble cost could be constructed to connect 
the railway systems of the United States 
and Mexico with the existing railways 
of South America, the commission deter- 
mined upon a route which the report 
gives in detail. The principal difficulty 
now is for funds, the commission only 
having (190,000 appropriated 
by 
the 


United States. The only other country 
which has contributed is Chili—$3,000. 
Mexico, Uruguay, and the Argentine Re- 
public, through their representatives on 
the commission, declined to contribute. 
Tbe other countries represented are un- 
derstood to have promised to pay their 
quota, but have not as yet done BO. 


Will Go on with the Work. 


Notwithstanding this lack of funds the 


work will proceed, but with only three 
parties in the field, one of which will 
make a survey through Central America, 
and the other two work In Colombia, Ecu- 
ador, and Peru. These two parties will 
work together first in the location of a 
line across the mountains from Popayan 
to Pasta Tbe determination of a line 
through this district, known as "the Knot 
of the Andes," is porhap* the most diffi- 
cult problem which the engineers will 
have to solve. Having settled this ques- 
tion, the parties will separate, and there- 
after will act independently of each other, 
the chiefs of each party reporting directly 
to the commission at Washington City.

THEY FOUGHT LIKE TIGERS. 


Desperate Conflict Between Father and 


Sou for a Girl. 


LEWISTOWJT, Me., May 1:6. — A dispatch 


from Bethel, on the Grand Trunk rail 
road, in the extreme western portion o) 
the state, gives the particulars of a terrl 
ble tragedy between a father and son for 
the possession of a young woman. The 
affair occurred in a lumber town in the 
Rangely lake region, and the parties im- 
plicated are all lumbermen. About two 
years ago Peter Lancroro, a French-Cana 
dlan, who kept a country store, died, leav- 
ing his business and some $2,000 to bis 
only child, Jeannie, who was then 16 
years of age. On his deathbed the father 
appointed Jackson Olderabaw, a lumber 
DOBS, her guardian until she was 21. 


Concluded to Elope. 


Oldershaw was a widower with an only 


son, Roger, a young man aged 33. Both 
father and son were men of passionate 
and selfish natures and both cast covetous 
eyes on young Jeannie and her little for- 
tune. The old man had great influence 
over the girl, who stood much in fear of 
him, and after persistent persuasion on 
his part promised to marry him, although 
she preferred the son. The latter learned 
of his father's intentions and got the girl 
to promise to elope with him on Monday 
night. They attempted to steal off while 
the elder Oldershaw was away, but he re- 
turned unexpectedly and caught them in 
the act. 


Both Afon Bad Axes. 


In a fit of rage he drew a revolver and 


fired at his son, bat the girl jumped be- 
tween them and received the ball in her 
shoulder. 
In falling she knocked the 


pistol out of Oldershaw's hand a ad he 
grabbed an ax to save himself from bis 
son, who rushed at him with a similar 
weapon. 
The two men fought ilka 


tigers, both being badly cut, when the 
elder slipped in the blood which flowed 
from the girl's wound, and while down 
his son nearly severed his head. Older- 
shaw died instantly, and the son has fled, 
The last heard of the girl is that she is 
not expected to live. 


IN TRUE WESTERN STYLE. 


Attempt to " Hold Up " a Train In the 


State of Maine. 


BANQOB, Me., May 26.—A gang of four 


or five desperadoes attempted to hold up 
a train at Enfleld Monday evening. The 
tram was bound for St. John, and when 
it hud passed Enfield station several 
shots were fired at the engineer. Just 
as the train was drawing out of Enfleld a 
man was discovered by the fireman 
crawling over the tender. He shouted 
to the engineer to stop the train, but the 
latter paid no notice to his request. But 
subsequently the bell was rung, and 
after the ringing was repeated the train 
was brought to a stop. Immediately a 
party of four men began firing on the 
train. 
The leader was armed with a 


shotgun and the others were armed with 
revolvers. 


After the Desperadoes. 


The belief is that the 
men wanted 


to rifle the mail car. Tbe engineer, how- 
ever, started the train and succeeded in 
getting beyond the reach of the despera- 
does' bullets before anybody was hurt. 
The station agent at Enfold fled for his 
life. He was iu the act of hanging out 
the signal lamp when the gang fired upon 
him. One of the bullets struck the lan- 
tern and shattered it. 
The affair has 


aroused the greatest excitement In this 
section. Officers will be sent in pursuit 
of the gang, and every effort will be made 
to effect thei> capture.

Two of the Congregation in a X.aw Fight 


Over a Pew.

The injunction was secured 
by John H. Elwood, a rival claimant for 
the pew. For a long time there has been 
bitter rivalry between the two men abont 
this pew, which is in what is profanely 
termed the "amen" corner. 


Alvord Shut* Out His Competitor. 


Alvord was not present at the recent 


annual sale, and Elwood put in a success- 
ful bid and secured1 the prize. But Al 
vord refused to relinquish his claim, am 
occupied the pew for two Sundays after 
ward. Elwood and bis family also took 
seats in it, to tbe consternation of the 
congregation. Last Sunday and the Sun- 
day before, however, Alvord brought oui 
all his big (lock aud filled the PJW so full 
that none of Mr. Ehvood's could get in. 
Mr. Elwood appealed to the law. 


Defaulter In the Sum of 82O.OOO.

King, business manager for the Hinch- 
liffe Bros.' large brewing concern in 
Patereon, N. J., and a well-known citizen 
of that city, was Monday announced to 
be a defaulter iu (20,000. 
King had 


charge of the firm's business in New York 
and failed to turn over the caib. He en- 
tered the employ of tha Hinchiiffa Bros, 
about four years ago as a general sales 
man and collector in New York. King 
always seemed to give the most carefu 
attention to business. He had removed 
his family to this city, where they to all 
appearance lived together happily. No 
one suspected that King was living ba 
yond his income. He disappeared a week 
ago. 


Dismissed for Preaching Socialism. 


BERLIN, May 26 —Two boys have just 


been dismissed from the high school at 
Dessau for preaching Socialism among 
their schoolmates. Another boy was sent 
away from the school some time ago for a 
similar offense. It was learned in that 
case that the boy had been incited by cer- 
tain Socialists to influence his compan- 
ions iu favor of the forbidden doctrines, 
and tbe necessity of further dismissals 
would seem to indicate that the seed thus 
sown has borne fruit.

SETTLEMENT BUILT BY COLUMBUS. 


It Wa» Intended to Transfer it Portion 


of It to tho World's Fair bat the Plan 
la Not Feasible— Decision of the United 
States Supremo Conrt on the Original 
Package Law—Foster at the Depart- 
ment of State. 
WASHINGTON 
CITY, May 
26.—Capt. 


Convers, the commanding officer of the 
United States ship Enterprise, Is in 
Washington to make a formal report to 
the state and navy departments, declar- 
ing not feasible the project of transfer- 
ring to the World's Columbian exposi- 
tion at Chicago a portion of the first 
permanent European settlement made 
by Christopher Columbus in 1493 on the 
western hemisphere, at Port Isabella, 
San Domingo. The officers found the 
place partly overgrown and almost en- 
tirely uninhabited. The settlement was 
made 398 years ago, was built on a high 
hill sloping gradually down to the sea, 
but constant encroachments of the water 
have gradually washed away the ap- 
preaches to the hill until it has become a 
steep bluff with the sea at its feet. 


But One Specimen Secured. 


On the top of the bill the exploring 


party was enabled by means of partially 
obscured mounds to trace the general 
direction of several walla and other struc- 
tures which once formed a part of the 
settlement. The stones of which these 
walls were made have crumbled away 
and present the appearance of rounded 
heaps of dust and lime deposits. 
From 


among these heaps they secured but one 
specimen of the stones composing the 
original walls. This is the remains of a 
rectangular slab of limestone, the edges 
of which hare been rounded off. 
It will 


probably be sent to Chicago. Lieut. Col- 
vocores made a plan of so much of the 
ruins as could be traced, together with 
drawings of the mounds and encroach- 
ments of the sea. All these were brought 
to Washington by dipt. Convers. 


ORIGINAL PACKAGE LAW. 


Tlie United States Supreme Court De- 


cides It To Be Valid. 


WASHINGTON CITY, May 26 —The United 


States supremo court has decided that the 
original package law passed by the last 
congress was valid and constitutional 
aiicl that it went into effect in all states 
wliere prohibitory laws preyailed without 
re-enactment by the states of the laws 
by which they forbade the sale of intox- 
icating liquors within their boundaries, 
whether imported from other states or 
not. Chief Justice Fuller rendered the 
opinion of the court and the bench was 
uutted.iu support of the conclusions 'at 
which he airived, though Justice Gray 
announced that Justices Harlan, Brewer 
and himself did not concur in all tbe rea- 
soning of the opinion of the court. 


Claimed the Law Unconstitutional* 
The case upon which the decision was 


rendered was that of John M. Wilker- 
son, sheriff of Shawneo county, Kan., vs. 
Charles A. Babrer, brought here on ap- 
peal from the decision of tbe circuit court 
of the United States for the district of 
Kansas, against the state. Bahrer was 
the original package agent at Topeka, 
Kan., of the firm of Maynard, Hopkins 
& Co., of Kansas Cily, Mo., and was ar- 
rested the day after the original packa?e 
la v went into effect. He claimed that the 
law was unconstitutional and also that 
it could not go into operation until the 
state had re-enacted its prohibitory laws.

Naturally they made a good deal 
tit noise hallooing, blowing tin horns, etc. 
The policeman stationed at the depot or- 
dered the boys to keep quiet. Shortly 
afterward a student blew a blast on a 
tin bugle, whereupon the policeman ap- 
proached him from behind and dealt him 
a fearful blow with his club back of the 
ear, felling him to the ground and ren- 
dering him insensible. 


Two of tbe Leaders Arrested* 


This enraged the student* and they 


made it so hot for the policeman that h« 
jumped into a cab, drove up-town, pro- 
cured help, and awaited the arrival o. 
the procession which the student! formed 
upon arrival of tbe team. 
The officer! 


then arrested two leader* of the proces- 
sion and started with them to the city 
hall Some one in the crowd yelled out, 
"Shall we let the boys go to Jallf" Then 
was a general shout of "No," and the 
students, nearly 800 in number, threw 
themselves upon the policemen. A des- 
perate conflict ensued. The two students 
under arrest were rescued several times, 
but refused to escape, and were retaken 
by the officers. The fight raged about an 
hour. Clubs were freely , used, and tht 
policemen drew their revolvers, when a 
mob of Bohemians and saloon keepers 
came to their rescue. 


Ordered the Students Released. _____ 


The students were then pnt to flight. 


One of their number, Ward Bannister, 
had his head broken, and was otherwise 
dangerously injured by blows from • 
club. Several others were hurt more 01 
less seriously. Within ten minutes after 
the city hall was reached an order wai 
secured from tbe mayor demanding that 
the policemen release the two students 
under arrest. The order was entirely ig- 
nored and it became necessary for the 
marshal to take the students out. Theii 
preliminary hearing was postponed until 
Wednesday owing to the excitement ex- 
isting. The city is much stirred up ovei 
the trouble and further violence is feared. 
The general feeling Is that tha police 
were wrong.

THE NEW PARTY. 


Its Platform, Aim and Object D!«cu«md by 


W. W. Jonm. 


Per announcement, W. W. Jones spoke 


at Oakland park last night upon the results 
of the CiBclnnati convention. 
Tbe au- 


dience was small, owing perhaps, to the 
extreme cool weather. Mr. Jones was in 
[reduced by W. E. Mann who stated that 
the Sentinel had pitched its tent and pro- 
posed to give the people an opportunity to 
become informed upon the great topics of 
the day. 


Mr. Jonea perfaced his remarks by stat- 


ing that, owing to the small attendance, 
he would have to "whip up" to get any en 
thusiasm, and extended an invitation to 
those in the audience to occupy the front 
seats. 


Regarding the convention, he slid that it 


was composed of 1,713 delegates, nearly 
500 of whom were from the state of Kan- 
sas; that owing to class legislation and 
monopolies, labor had become burdened and 
oppressed, and tbeconventlon met to formu- 
late a movement thit would tend to remove 
these burdeai. He said that it was the same 
spirit that hid prompted the people of the 
revolution to rise up and throw off the yoke 
of tyranny and oppression; that it was a 
movement to better tbe condition of the 
laborer, socially, politically and financially, 
and to crystallize into one party for political 
action the different industrial fictions of 
the country. 


The speaker said that he had participated 


in every reform convention that had been 
h*ld In the country since that of 1856, 
when he was alluded lo (is a "crauk" and 
that this epithet was hurled at him at the 
Cincinnati convention. He cited the Phila 
delphii convention of 1856, when and 
when 11 different factions had met for the 
purpose *f erystllization of sentiment, the 
outcome of which was the platform upon 
which Abraham Lincoln was nominated 
and elected in 1860. He said that at the 
recent convention the Southern Alliance 
was not represented, but th it it had called 
a convention to meet Feb. 22,1892 when 
was expected that it would ratify the 
action taken by the late one. 


Mr. Jones said that the great need of tbe 


hour was Christianity—Christianity in COD 
tra-dlstinetion to "Churchalnty;" that to be 
• Christiin was to be Christ-like; that wha 
we do is what makes us Christians. Thi 
speaker said that he was the first man tha 
ever m«ved for th* insertion of an universe 
suffrage plunk into the platform of an] 
party. 


He next spoke of the signal failure o: 


prohibition in Kansas and Iowa, in so fa 
as they hid tended to ameliorate the con 
ditlon of labor; that since the passage o 
prohibitory laws in these states, mortgages 
had Increased ene and one-fourth per cent 
In the former and one and one half pe 
cent, in the latter. The trouble was tha 
these two states bad sent too much mone; 
Into Missouri and Illinois for liquor. The 
remedy was In miking all states prohib- 
itory, and then money could be kept a 
h*me. 


At the close of his speech, some one In 


the audience called on tbe speaker to tel 
how the delegates to the Cincinnati eonven 
tlon went to the breweries to fill up. Mr 
Jones replied by saying that as he was an< 
always had been a strictly temperance man 
be could not t«ll them. 


His subject for tonight is the tariff and 


sliver questions. He will lecture to tin 
W. C. T. U. one evening during the week
